Miilitary Trial Begins For Three MIA Officers 


IAIPEI 一 The military trial of 
three top military intelligence 
officers implicated in the murder of 
Henry Liu in Daly City,， California 
opened on April 4 with a dramatic 
confrontation between Chen Chi-li， 
the head of the hit squad charged in 
the murder, and Vice Admiral Wang 
HLsi-ling， chief of Military 
Intelligence Agency， who he 
accused of ordering the murder. 

INDICTED 

Wang and two of his top aides， 
Major General Hu Yi-min and Col. 
Chen Hu-men were indicted by 
military prosecutors on March 26 in 
connection with the Oct. 15 murder 
in California. Wang was accused of 
helping to Plot the assassination 
while his aides were indicted on 
charges of “assisting”in ahomicide. 
All three were dismissed from their 
posts on January 15 and put under 
custody since then. 

During the 4-hour military court 
session，Chen Chi-li repeated his 
allegation that the murder of Liu was 
ordered by Wang. Wang vehemently 
denied the allegation but admitted 
that he casually agreed that Chen 
Should teach Liu a lesson.” 


ARGUED 
Wang and Chen，who appeared 
without his ， attorney， argued 


Vigorously over what had transpired 
between them. However little new 
information surfaced during the 
Preliminary hearing. According to a 
military court announcement made a 
day after the _ hearings， the 
preliminary hearings will resume on 
April 12 and formal trial could begin 
theiisarmrceadaynnta no furthen 
investigation is found necessary. 

Wang insisted that Chen killed 
Liu for “personal motive”and that 
he should not be held responsible.

Its perplexing growing up as a 
minority， YouT experiences don't 
seem to have much validation and 
yoOUT impact on the society is 
Overljooked. If you're a minority 
within a minority，such as Chinese 
Americans are, it's even more con- 
fusing because you're that much 
more invisible to the mainstream . 

To illustrate the point in the field 
of education: does anyone know or 
care that for almost a _ century, this 
little Chinese” community had to 
fight a racist School policy in San 
Francisco _ before their children 
could attend public schools_ with 
White children? Or does anyone 
know or care that for Over 80 years， 
California's segregated School law 
was particularized to members of 
OUT ethnic community? And even 
today，does anyone know or care 
that instructional changes in 
meeting the needs of the nation?”s 
language minority children is a con- 
tribution by Chinese Americans? 

Since these facts have been con- 
veniently forgotten or institutional- 
ly ijgnored，we must remember，for 
these historic moments are shafts of 
light beckoning us to a fuller par- 
ticipation in American life. For the 
consequences of jgnorance mean we 
will continue being mere Tecipients 
of an uncaring tradition that 
Trenders us rootless and powerless as 
we keep time in this fast-paced 
SOCiety-. 

MAMIE TAPE 

For this reason，we must not 
forget that on April 8，188$，a 
crucial step was taken for the ad- 
vancement of educational rights in 
San Francisco. The mother of 
Mamie Tape blasted the city”s 
School board for not allowing her 
daughter to- attend School with 
white children. To quote: “May 
yoOU never be persecuted like the 
way you have persecuted my jlittle 
daughter. Mamie "Tape will never 
attend any of the Chinese Schools of 
yoUI making! Never!!!”With the 
law on theside ofthe board, Mamie 
attended the segregated School for 
Chinese，which formally opened on 
April 13，188$. Nevertheless，this 
was one step better than no School- 
ing at all， 

There is much to learn from this 
long ago event for it is people like 
MrS. Tape that dared to confront 
the Powers-to-be of their racist 
policies which, when combined with 
anti-Chinese immigration laws， 
almost eliminated the Asian ingre- 
dient from America's melting pot, 
This lesson points out clearly that 
the race problem in this country is 
not just a white/black issue nor 
Should we delude ourselves that the 
injustices perpetrated against blacks 


Our Luminous Past 
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were more Severe than that met by 
Asians. 4 minorities have Suffered 
and the wounds have not yet healed . 
TYRANT-WITHIN 

The fact that there is an Asian 
American presence here today test- 
tifies to the courage of the Chinese 
in Our community to demand equal 
treatiment along all fronts. We oOwe 
these early Chinese Pioneers a 
tremendous debt for opening the 
doors to this part of good ol” U.S. 
of A. Thoug few in number，oUTr 
forebears, against all odds, did not 
behave as-if there were “not a 
Chinamanz?s chance”. 

Unfortunately, the efforts of the 
past get blurred by the frenziness 
and“meism”” of the dynamic pre- 
sent. Even now，the crippling ef- 
fects of ouUr ugly heritage，accom- 
panied by that tenacious stereotyp- 
ical mindset of the passive Asian， 
continues to impact upon our col- 
lective character which we still do 
not fully fathom. And if we tacitly 
agree with the conventional wisdom 
that the Chinese in America are 
quiet and submissive because of 
Some innate cultural superiority， 
then we arethe model minorities for 
white Supremacy. The problem is 
no longer without - the tyrant is 
within1 


SELF-EDUCATE 
Admittedly the social and 
idelogical climate is much better 
than yesteryear， but we mnust 
remember that it was not because 


the powers to be became more 


humane. The _ cultural pluralistic 
ideology that struggled _ into ex- 
istence in the mid-1960s will lack 
depth unless we Seize the advantage 
of tray:confronting ourselves as to 
who we are and what all that im- 
plles. Until we get OUr act together 
both individually and collectively， 
we will always be an after-thought 
to whoever is in poOwer. 


As minorities，we don?t need to 
acr like minorities， We do possess 
the power to self-educate and thus 
guide the course of this_ nation to 
honor and respect its founding prin- 
ciples of freedom and justice for all. 
To this end we can look to our 
luminous past for role models to 
emulate. We，along with other 
language minority Americans，can 
play a valuable role in keeping 
the American dream alive.

recent budget deficit and financial 
crisis at the SF Housing Authority 
and Suggestions on the part of some

One issue is that the proposed 
Project has not been able to develop 
an adequate relocation plan for the 
176 tenants “comprising 61 
households currently housed at the 
site，Eirst of all，the site can only 
accommodate 36 units，and there 
will be nine units displaced by the 
Tenovation of the 014 Pine Street 
Site. 

Secondly, the proposal will only 
Provide rent Subsidies for a period of 
10 years，only one-half of the 20- 
year period required by the City in 
other Chinatown projects, Such as the 
100 Montgomery Street proiect. 

Thirdly, most of the elderly wish 
to remain with families or in mixed- 
use housing, instead of moving into 
the Pineview Project. [Those who are 
willingto move cannotbe guaranteed 
aspot in the Project since they will 
be required to enter into a HUD 
lottery for Placement. 

The discussion accused the 
developers of not having made a

relocation proposal “will eliminate 
any Subsidized units as Soon as the 
tenants move out for any reason.” 

The discussion said that the 
developers have also_ failed to 
addressthe environmental problems， 
such , as traffic on Stockton and 
Jackson Streets，wWhich is already 
intolerable. The Project's 
intensification of commercial use 
will make the congestion problem a 
disaster for Chinatown. 

Chinatown Coalition for Better 
Housing，in a letter responding to 
Orangeland Tenants Association， 
Said that it Supported the tenants” 
Wish to remain in Chinatown，close 
to Schools，Sshopping and social 
SerIVices，and agreed that on-site 
Ieplacement housing is the ideal 
solution to the tenants” needs. 

It also said that it shared the 
tenants` opposition to the short term 
relocation offer.

He identified 
ihimself as an informant of the In- 
ltelligemce Bureau of the Republic of 
Cliina,， I was greatly Surprised I

never even dreamed about such a 
change. I was really glad for him， 
and I was glad that TI was an ac- 
quaintance of his, Within a minute， 
he became very serious and told me 
that he needed me to carry out his 
mission. I_ immediately consented . 
Then I started learning about the 
mission 

Our mission was to go to a gift 
Shop at the Fisherman's Wharf in 
San Francisco and to murder the 
Owner there. The owner's namge was 
Liu Hua-liang*， His pen name was 
Chiang-nan. He was very famous in 
the US. Many newspapers and Iag- 
azines published his wtitings. That 
man was coOmpletely trained by the 
state (of the Republic of China). 
After graduating from the Political 
Cadre Academy, he was sent to the 
Us to study. However，as soon as 
he reached the US，he surrendered 
himself to the Chinese Com- 
munists. He even went to the coun- 
ty of Feng-hua of Chekiang (pro- 
vince on mainland China), the bir- 
thplace of our President (Chiang 
Ching-kuo)，to look around (and 
Seek information), and then wrote a 
Biography of Chiang Ching-kuo. In 
that book, he caricatured our Presi- 
dent. His behavior was beneath that 
of a ruffian. And he was prepared 
to print Such caricatures in various 
newspapers and magazines，thus 
defaming the image of our national 
leader as well as that of the overseas 
Chinese. 

Liu's intention was known to the 


National Security Bureau (of the 


Republic of China) and they sent 
people to the US to negotiate with 
Liu. They told him to sell the com- 
plete copyright of the Biography to 
them for 250 US dollars，Because 
Liu Hua-liang* was controlled by 
the Chinese Communists， the 
negotiation failed. But the Security 
Bureau could not kill Liu. 
Therefore， Director Wang (Hsi- 
ling) of the _ Central Intelligence 
Bureau of the Republic of China 
ordered Section Chief Cheng* of 
the Second Section of the Bureau to 
be _ responsible for liaison，and 
dispatched Chen Chi-li to go to the 
Us to carry out the murder mission . 
Therefore, Chen Chi-li sought me 
and Wu Tun to take the actual ac- 
tion. The three of us drove for Six 
hours to _ San Francisco. We ob- 
Served for three days, and finally we 
found an opportunity. We took ad- 
vantage of the fact that the garage 
door was open because MIrS， Liu 
had taken their Son to school,had 
returned from the school，and had 
not closed the garage door. Wu Tun 
and TI sneaked into the garage. 
When Liu I-liang entered the garage 
and was about to drive his car to his 
gift shop，we Shot him to death in 
the garage. We fired three shots， 
and he was dead on the Spot， 
After the killng， we immediately 
drove back to LA. That night，we 
reported to the sSuperior (Shang-chi) 
that the mission had been fujlfilled . 
We were very excited on OUT way 
back to LA because we finally did 
Something good for OUr Own coun- 


gs Confession 


try. The next day, there were front- 
page Coverages on Liu I-liang?s 
death in all important newspapers 
in the US. Because he was a famous 
Writer，the newspapers carried the 
news on front pages，and they 
pointed out that it was a political 
asSasSination. The Superior in 
Taiwan immediately telephoned us 
to_ return to Taiwan， They were 
afraid that, if we were caught in the 
US,， the national image of Taiwan 
would be adversely affected. 
Moreover，for Several consecutive 
days, the newspapers in the US con- 
tinued carrying the news. They even 
checked those tourists who were 
heading toward Taiwan. 

At that time，Big Brother Chen 
Chi-li also mentioned to the supe- 
Tior OUT worries: we were afraid 
that，as Soon as we returned to 
Taiwan，we would be arrested by 
the government in the name of 
Sweeping the underworld gangsters 
and would be put in custody.， We 
had such worries because we had 
not voluntarily surrendered our- 
Selves before. The superior re- 
peatedly guaranteed that nothing 
would happen to us， He simply 
wanted us to return to Taiwan. We 
therefore took the Thai airline to fly 
to Japan. There， we changed to an- 
other airline and returned to 
Taiwan. 

We never thought that our return 
was full of risks. When our plane 
touched down，there were police- 
men all over the airport，waiting to 
arTest Us. The Superior sent Section 


passenger deservesS. 
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Chief Cheng* to meet Us. If Cheng 
had not been there，we would def- 
initely have been arrested. After we 
returned to Taipei，Section Chief 
Cheng made a Special effort to talk 
to three of us in secret at the office 
of Heavenly Kitchen Restaurant， 
located at Nanking East Road in 
Taipei， He said that the Superior 
was very much pleased with our 
Successful execution of the mission . 
We were each offered a Special 
award of twenty thousand US 
dollars， We declined the awards. 
We said that it was our duty to do 
the killing. Everybody would kill a 
traitor who betrayed China. 


Section Chief Cheng* said that he 
only wished that, in the near future， 
we would not return to the US be- 
cause the US State Department was 
investigating the Liu case， If any 
Secret leaked out, it would be bad.

In these days of get rich quick 
Schemes, a lot of money and energy 
is Spent devising new ways Or find- 
ing new Usages for old methods to 
make a_ fortune.， In real estate， 
where the dollar amount in most 
deals ls Substantial, such a Situation 
ls even more the case. It 1s nO exag- 
geration to Say that a whole indus- 
try has virtually sprouted based on 
the premise of teaching or advising 
people a variety of “Get Rich 
Qnuick” schemes. 

Some will teach people how to 
make millions with no money 
down; others point to foreclosed 
PIoperties as a way to the promised 
land; there are motivational train- 
ing woOrkshops to make one exude 
an aura of Success; tax planning 
seminars to Save On taxes...the list is 
long and the money Spent by the 
public-at-large on 'these _ Programs 
has been equally impressive. 
TANTALIZING INEFORMATION 

A common format used by Some 
of these Speakers and“experts”1s 
to_ begin with a free session，where 
only tantalizing bits of information 
are revealed. In most cases, the Sub- 
ject matter of that initial，free Ses- 
Sion focuses on the Speaker's past 
SUccesses and amazing results，con- 
cluding with an exhortation that 
Simply by applying the very meth- 
ods the speaker used 一 methods he 
OIT She has developed and refined 
Over years Of experience 一 anyone 
else can certainly duplicate the same 


SucceS$sS。 Of . course the actual 
methods are not disclosed in any 
detail at this first session; those in- 
valuable techniques are，however， 
disclosed in a following session Or 
SeSSions，the attendance to which， 
of course，will be _ available at a 
Price. 
DISCOUNTS 

Often，a discount is offered for 
those decisive enough to commit to 
full training right then and there; 
added discounts are given to _ cou- 
ples wishing to attend together. 
(The definition of a couple being 
most literally understood to mean 
any two persons!) Charging the 
training costs is _ easily done on 3a 
variety of credit cards. These sem- 
inars typically range from a single 
afternoon to _ two-day (weekend) 
Sessions; the common costs ranging 
from 300 to 500 dollars. If that 
price seems_ high for information 
only，one should bear in mind that 
the Speaker"Ss Overhead costs are 
Significant， In addition to several 
one-quarter page ads in all the ma- 
jor metropolitan newspapers，an- 
nouncing the initial free meeting， 
these Speakers Imnust rent the Space 
to accommodate Several hundred 
persons at four or five different 
locations, each being the Usual first 
class hotel to give the public an im- 
age of SuccesS. 

QUALITY 

As for the quality of these“Get 
Rich Quick”seminars,， they are by- 
and-large very polished performan- 
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ces. But a rule of thumb for the 
public might be that those which 
promise the greatest reward for the 
least effort or cost should be the 
most Suspect. In many cases，the 
formula for Success as espoused by 
the Speaker may have merit; but all 
too often a Successful application of 
the formula urged _ depends on cir- 
cumstances no longer in existence 
or Opportunities rarely available. 

The improbability of one such 
Scheme is jllustrated by the“buy 
Teal estate with no Imoney down” 
thesis; it is _ certainly possible bnut 
probably requires the participation 
of truly desperate Or highly unso- 
phisticated sellers，Certainly there 
has been in the past and will be in 
the _ future .market conditions in 
which a no-money down arrange- 
ment can be common; or alterna- 
tively，there may be Specific geo- 
graphic areas in Which economic 
conditions force sellers to liquidate 
properties _ at highly unfavorable 
terms，but to Suggest or teach that 
buying with no cash can be conduc- 
ted at any place and any time，at 
will，is deceptive. 

FORECLOSED PROPERTIES 

Another example，is the idea of 
buying foreclosed properties. While 
this Seems profitable in view of the 
critical need for a sale, many Pro- 
blems confront the would-be in- 
vestor. To _ buy .properties being 
foreclosed on (pior' to the actual 
fore closure sale) necessitates 
PresSuring a troubled owner con- 
fronted with loss of equity due to an 
inability to keep up with mortgage 
payments. More often than not, the 
hard-pressed Owner entertains little 
willingness to deal with the vulture- 
like buyer. 

There are regulatory controls in 
making purchases Under these cir- 
cumstances，which even when ade- 
quately raised by the seminar speak- 
er， are typically insufficiently 
discussed :to _ provide the audience 
with a fair overview of the prob- 
lems. As the selling point of these 
Seminars is_ that one can get rich 
quick，the speakers accentuate the 
positive and completely minimize 
the negatives. 

But there are also many worth- 
while seminars， some of which 
teach truly useful information . 
Again，a_ generalization would be 
that the more worthwhile programas 
do not promijse fantastic riches but 
impart practical information. There 
may be a world of difference be- 
tween a seminar which teaches how 
to Save on income taxes as Opposed 
to one which purports to instruct 
one on how to pay no tax at all. 
Then，there are seminars which 
train the business professional to be 
more efficient with his time，to be 
better organized in one's activities， 
more highly-motivated in promot- 
ing Sales，oOr Simply learn to retain 
information better using aids to 
memory. Many of these can be truly 
helpful. 图

LOS ANGELES - Thomas Ohsgi 
and Wallace Shishido，two Asian 
American employees of the 工 .A. 
county public_ health department， 
have _ filed administrative “com- 
plaints against the county for racial 
discrimination in promotional prac- 
tice at the California Fair Employ- 
ment and Housing Commission . 

The two _ environmental health 
employees acted on behalf of forty- 
five current and past employees of 
various ethnic backgrounds. They 
are represented by lawyers from the 
AsSian/Pacific Legal Service Center， 
a public interest law firm and the 
Asian/Pacific Legal Defense arid 
Education Fund. 

According to their complaint， 
both have served in the department 
for over twenty years with distinc- 
tion. But in the past ten years they 
have been repeatedly bypassed for 
promotion to higher administrative 
posts，Instead，Ppersons with jless 
training and experience were PTO- 
moted . 

According to information Pro- 
vided by the lawyers， Asian 
Americans make Up 1$%o of the 
health professionals in the depart- 
ment. But there is only one Asian 
among the thirty high administra- 


tive posts. 
Promotional decisions are based 
on personal qualifications and 


evaluations from Supervisors， Ac- 
cording to the complaint,，nine per- 
SOns received perfect Scores in the 
last promotional examination，Of 
these， eight were - white. Even 
though about 6%o of those taking 
the promotional examination were 
AsSians，none of them Scored per- 
fect, As a result, Asians were effect- 
ijvely cut out of any consideration 


for promotion in the department

English-only Rule 
Should be Rescinded 


LOS ANGELES 一 The Board 
of Supervisors voted unanimously 
April 2 to request the Huntington 
Park Municipal Court to rescind 
immediately its English-only rule 
for court employees because it js 
a discriminatory Practice， 

The English-only rule, issued in 
March andagaininNovember1984， 
forbids Court _ employees from 


speaking Spanish or any language 


other than English during their 
regular Working hours，except to 
Serve as translators for a community 
that is 73 percent Hispanic. 

By state law, the Board cannot 
orderjudges to rescind a court order. 
However，the vote included a 
directive _ from the Board that no 
County funds can be used to defend 
or implement the Courts English- 
only order. TIhe three judges have 
hired their own counsel because it is 
the County Counsels opinion that 
the English-only rule is not 
defensible.

Originally published in 1961， 
the novel meticulously depicts the 
SoOcially isolated bachelor society of 
New York Chinatown immediately 
after World War II The novel， 
however，failed to gain public 
Iecognition and acceptance in his 
times， Its importance Was finally 
acknowledged in the late 1970s by 
young Asian American wiiters and 
literary critics。 The novel was 
released again in 1979 by the 
University of Washington Press with 
an introduction by Prof， Jeffrey 
Chan of the California State 
University，San Francisco. 

“Chu's work is a vision of non- 
Christian Chinese-America， 
certainly the first and perhaps the 
last portrayal that accurately 
dramatizes the life and times of 
Chinese “ Americans ”with  a 
Consistency of language and 
sensSibility,'” Chan wrote in the 
introduction tothenewedition: In his 
art， ”Chan commented， Chu 
”legitimized their [Chinese Ameri- 
can] experience. His sensibility and 
Sense ofhumor, his ability to capture 
the language，style，and Syntax of 
Chinese America，could only have 
emerged from an organic familiarity 
with that Chinatown a century old in 
America.” 

EDUCATITION 

Louis Chu was born in Toishan， 
China, in 1915$. He came to the US 
as a young man and received an 
American education in New Jersey. 
He also did graduate work in New 
York University andthe New School 
of Social Research. Professionally 
he was a Social worker. He was also 
active in the Soo Yuen Benevolent 
Association of New York and in a 
local radio station. He died in 1970.

Chinatown?s_ Central Plaza is a 
40-year old，Pprivately-owned com- 
mercial area Situated between North 
Broadway and North Hill，College 
and Bernard Streets. Since it is a 
Prime tourist attraction，Owners are 
concerned with nighttime Security 
in the area. 

Presently，there is no area light- 
ing on the private streets and the 
only light to help pedestirans find 
their way is the Spillover from store- 
front lighting.

PHILADELPHIA - The small 
Chinatown in Philadelphia，1like 
other Chinatowns in big cities，is 
growing，though at a slower pace， 
Bounded to the north by Vine and 
to the South by Arch, to the east by 
9th and to the west by 11th，this 
small and frequently forgotten 
community at the northeastern edge 
of City Hall was almost wiped onut 
more than two decades ago by the 
building of the Benjamin Franklin 
Bridge approach. Now it is under- 
going slow bnut visible changes and 
growth . 

As the Chinese population in the 
city grew from 10,000 to 20,000 
over the past decade, this little com- 
munity witnessed the arrival of new 
immigrants and small businesses.

There js a branch of 
Mellon Bank.， The first Chinese- 
owned commercial bank is now be- 
ing formed . 

Compared to the Chinatowns of 
New York and San Francisco，the 
real estate here js more reasonable， 
although it too is rising with the 
growing demand for ”1g and 
comrmmercial Space. 

A few years ago, arestaurant 
could be acquired at about $30,000. 
thijs year, the same restaurant is ask- 
jing $9250,000.， Last year，a four- 
Story，1,700-square foot building 


was Sold for $240,000, a 100 percent 
jncrease Over five yearS. 

This is one of the Chinatowns， 
which Chinese American sociolo- 
gist, Rose Hum Lee in 1960 thought 
would eventually disappear. Con- 
trary to _ her prognosis，it is now 
growing and attracting Chinese

SF Family Service Seeks 
Funds To Continue

SAN FRANCISCO - The China- 
town Branch of the SF Family Ser- 
vice Agency is Soliciting jletters of 
Support for funds to hire a much 
needed staff in order to continue its 
Special Services. 

Chinatown FSA recently applied 
to _ the United Way and the SF 
Unified School 了 District for a 
$12,000 and a $8,000 contract 
resSpectively, to fund a full-time bi- 
lingual social worker and inter- 
Preter，whose services were crucial 
to their Chinese Family Service Pro- 
gram， 

The program provides tutoring 
and a Supervised study hall for 
School age children; family life 
eduation groups for the parents and 
children; and individual and family 
counseling to Southeast Asian im- 
migrants and refugees in China- 
town，according to Ira Okun，the 
executive director of the Service. 

MORE REFERRALS 

In her letter to the United Way 
and the SFUSD, Okun claimed that 
the program was receiving increas- 
ingly，more referrals from the 
Schools directly for treatment of 
students with emotional and be- 
havioral problems. “Many Asian 
families are unwilling to use tradi- 
tional counseling services as it car- 
Ties a stigma of disgrace. However， 
they are willing and motivated to 
accept an “educational” approach 
to problem solving.?” 

While many Southeast Asian im- 
migrants and refugees in China- 


town do not Speak English and can- 
not assist their children with 
academnfiic problems，the progam is 
designed to use the tutoring and 
Supervised study hall as an outreach 
and preventive component, Says the 
letter. 

The letter cites the example of the 
37 referrals Since last May，abonut 
half of them have needed and 
received individual _ clinical treat- 
ment， family counseling， home 
visits，grOUP therapy，as well as 
academic assistance， It said the 
teachers and Principals indicated 
that in future years, they would ex- 
pect to refer even larger numbers of 
Such students. 

According to Okun, the tutoring 
and Supervised study hall provides a 
hall and individual tutoring four 
days a week fortwo hours to middle 
School youngsters aged 11-13. The 
tutoring is done by volunteers，who 
speak Cantonese，Mandarin，Lao- 
tian，Vietnamese, and Cambodian， 

The program also includes family 
life education classes for parents 
Separately Or parents with their 
children. This component provides 
an opportunity for parents_ and 
children to _ learn _ about American 
culture together，how it differs 
from their own, how to maintain a 
good family relationship in a new 
environment，and parenting ex- 
periences.
